Power Exerted by Birds ia their Plight. 
—The degroe in which the wings act in 
raising the body, or im propelling it thro’ 
the air varies considerably ia different 
according to the way in which 
they are set. Thus, in birds of prey, 
which require a rapid horizontal motion, 
the surface of the wings is very oblique, 
so that they strike backwards as well as 
downwards, and thus impel! the body for- 
wards whilst sustaining it in the air. ~< 
Such birds find a difficulty in risiag per- 
pendicularly; aud can, in fact, do 
so by fying against the wiods which then 
acts upon the inclined surface of the 
wings just as it does upen that of 
a kite. Ou the other hand, the 
lark. quail and such other birds as rise to 
great heights in a direction nearly verti~ 
cal, have the wings so disposed as to 
strike almost directly downwards. It has 
been estiotated that a swatlow, when sim-
